Madrid, !<rov. 12.— It is now becom- 
ing possible to witne.<a to some extent 
the great derastatioa that haa been 
caused by tiw tveaMadooe flooda which 
have sW^ over so many parts of Spain 
Juring the past month or so. 

Beginning with the terrible disaster at 
Con.seu^rra, when that place was priicti- 
cally swept from the face of the earth, 
and where the loss of life amotinted ui) 
into the thcnisands, the country has been 
subjecte<l to a senes of floods which are 
without jMirallel in the hi.stoi-v of Spain. 
It is Ix'iieved that the total loss of life 
will never hf rtccnrate known. 

From many places the joyful intelli- 
geti'-e is teicrrr, plied that the waters are 
Buhsiiling a:iii tii it the rivers are seeking 
their natural cli tnnels. Put the scenes 
in the cimntrv visited l)y the floods are 
distrcssn.g. 'Die lie]. Is that Ix-lore tin- 
iiuindntioii smiled with the pmuiise of 
abundant harvest* are now blealc and 
desolate. Many tamis Iving in the low- 
er (.'r.inn;! inc covered with broken trees, 
matted branches, stones and rubbish of 
every des. ; ii)tion, deposited there by the 
receding waters. 

A scene of the greatest devastation 
pre.scnis iiself iti the valley of the Jucar 
river. This river rises m the Sierra 
Albarnu'in and flows into the Mediter- 
ranean at Culleria. It is alxmt 200 miles 
long. Along the banks the land is 
fertile, and large section.s of tho country 
in its vicinity were devoted to the culti- 
vation of oranges. 

Today the well-tilled grovee and fertile 
farms are wrecked. The deep, rushing 
waters swept furiously through the or 
angs groves, tearing the branclir.^ tiiled 
with the given and ripened fruits from 
the trees, and otherwise dainH^'iisg them. 
In fact, it will !>« a matter for rejoicing 
among the orange growers if they can 
get half a crop from the trees which are 
left standing. The other crops on tha 
farms, such as rj'e and barley, are com- 
pletely destroyed. The inhabitants of 
the valley having been deprived of their 
usual means of sulnnstence, are plunged 
into the mobt dire distress. 

There is grejit suffering, moi-e ew^>ec- 
ially am(jng the lower clus-^es, and it is 
evident that unless suBiething is done to 
relieve them there will 1h> a number of 
deaths from famine and exi)osure. Tho 
health officials are taking moasureH to 
nrevent an epidemic of fever, as it is 
leaied thai the sediment depQpit«d up^ju 
the land by the receding waters will 
prove a fruitful source for the breeding 
of t>'phoid and malarial fevei**. 

To add to the distress many of the res- 
identa of the \ alley have not only lost 
their crops, but their dwellings have 
been completely destroyed or ewe dam- 
aged to such an extcoit that they are 
unfit for use. Tha damage from this 
cause is Immense.

An eztriMrdinary crop baa not been 
yoatfble; planting waa irregular and late 
u nMU^y plaoee, growth tardy and nn- 
aifMi,aBafeani of dronth orflooda or 
ftroata v«ry generally felt in the later 
part of the aeaaon; itormt in aome aec- 
none threatened Iom, which was mini- 
aiaed; dnmfli in others checked growth, 
waa atimulated attain by oppotane 
eeaaoBa at moistare. FrosU made early 
IhlvatB of dUaster, and then delayed 
tkair appearance through the entire 
month of September, which waa wann 
aed forcing, drying ont, aoft oem and 
dlkrivelling the immatoia growtba. 

The result is a well tipoBed crop aome- 
what variable in qoali^, with a moder- 
•le proport&en of chaffy, nnfilled and im- 
matnre eara. The eaatem and weetem 
enda of the com belt, Ohio and Iowa 
and Nebraaka, gave aomewhat better 
yiolda than Indiana, and Illinois or Mis- 
aoui and Kansan, the lower levebt of 
tke great corn belt sufTeiing more from 
Ikreatened drouth than the higher eleTa- 
tiona. 

Th9 highest rate of yield, as esti- 
mated, i4>peara in New England, from 
fhirty-five to forty bushels per acre; in 
the south the range is from eleven in 
Florida and twenty-five in Marrlimd, 
while in the surpluB com states the tig- 
mee are as follows: Ohio, as.7; Imii- 
aaa, 82; lUinois, 31.2; Iowa, 30.7; Mis- 
Bourl, «9.9; Kansafl. 26.7; Nebraska, 36.3. 
Frost in August wrought some injury in 
the northwest; in Wisconsin the vielil 
la 86.7; Ifimiaaota. M.S; North Dakota, 
S7.2. 

Both drouth and frost conspired (o re- 
du(je the yield is South Dakota. Much 
of the crop is yet in the sta» k, and its 
condition and rate of yield may be some- 
what lietter known after garnering ami 
marketing. Yet it is evident that the 
aroduct will not be less than 2,000,000 - 
000 bushels, or thirty-one bushels per 
nnit of population. 

The October condition of potatoes hu'^ 
only been equaled once since 1880, and 
the average yield acccording to these 
preliminiirv e.stimates, has not l)een sur 
p no sed in the pa^t ten yean. It averaget< 
ninety-three and nine-tenths boahala per 
acre. 

The wann ■w<»atlier in S«>i)tember dried 
ont the soil and cliecked the incipient 
potato rot which waa threatened after 
the lains of August *o effectually that 
it is scarcely reported, except in Penn- 

?lvania, some counties in southern New 
ork and certain districts m New .Icr- 
aey. Quality is generally reportttd good, 
except in the regions infeste>a by rot. 

Hay has made a nearly average yield 
and is of medium quality. The tobacco 
product is somewhat above the average, 
and will fully meet the reqniromenta of 
conaomption and export.
